“This is to certify that there is 
on deposit in the treasury of the 
United States of America (blank) dol- 
lars in gold, payable to the bearer on 
demand as authorized by law.” 

Since the law forbids transactions 
in monetary gold except under special 
treasury license, this means that the 
certificates are not redeemable _ in 
metal except for payment of interna- 
tional balances under treasury au- 
thority, and for similar uses. 

Legal Tender. 

The certificates will be legal tender, 
and will be issued. in denominations 
up to $100,000. Their first use will 
be to pay the reserve banks for §$3,- 
600,000,000 gold taken over by the 
treasurey. The certificates, instead 
of the metal itself, will serve hereaft- 
er’ as partial backing for such fed- 
eral reserve notes issues as required 
gold reserves. 

Although the president may change 
the gold content of the dollar at will 
under the new money law, limited only 
by the requirement that the ratio be 
between 50 and 60 per cent of the 
former statutory weight, it was be- 
lieved tonight that for several months 
at least no further changes would be 
made. 

Demands of financiers and indus- 
trialists for a stable dollar make it 
desirable, observers feel, to keep the 
monetary unit steady for a while. 

Nor is any silver move immediately 
in prospect. The president, though 
authorized by the money . bill to 
change the silver content of the dol- 
lar, emphasized in his proclamation 
that no change was being made.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 31.—(AP)—The text of President Roosevelt's 
proclamation fixing the value of the. dollar follows: 


By the president of the United 
States of America: 

A proclamation: 

“Whereas, by virtue of section 1 
of the act of congress approved 
March 14, 1900 (31 Stat. L 45), the 
present weight of the gold dollar is 
fixed at 25 8-10 grains of gold nine- 
tenths fine; and. : 

“Whereas, by section 43, title 3 of 
‘of the act approved May 12, 1933 
(Public No. 10, 73d Congress), as 
amended by section 12 of the gold 
reserve act of 1934, it is provided in 
part as follows: 


“Whenever the president finds, 
upon investigation, that (1) the for- 
eign commerce of the United States 
is adversely affected by reason of 
the depreciation in the value of the 
currency of any other government 
or governments in relation to the 
present standard value of gold, or 
(2) action under this section is 
necessary in order to regulate and 
maintain ¢he parity of currency is- 
sues of the United States, or (3) an 
economic emergency requires an ex- 
pansion of credit, or (4) an expan- 
sion of credit is necessary to secure 
by international agreement a stabili- 
zation at proper levels of the cur- 
rencies of various governments, the 
president is authorized, in his dis- 
cretion— 

“*(A) To direct the secretary of 
the treasury to enter into agreements 
with the several federal reserve banks 
and with the federal reserve board 
whereby the federal reserve board 
will, and it is hereby authorized to, 
notwithstanding any provisions of 
law or rules and regulations to the 
contrary, permit such reserve banks 
to agree that they will, (1) conduct, 
pursuant to existing law, throughout 
specified periods, open market op- 
eratons in obligations of the United 
States government Hr corporations 
in which the United States is the 
majority stockholder, and (2) pur- 
chase directly and hold in portfolio 
for an agreed period or periods of 
time treasury bills or other obliga- 
tions of the United States govern- 
ment in an aggregate sum of $3,000,- 
000,000 in addition to those they 
may then hold, unless prior to the 
termination of such period or perivds 
the secretary shall consent to their 
sale. No suspension of reserve re- 
quirements of the federal reserve 
banks, under the terms of section 11 
(c) of the federal reserve act, neces- 
sitated by reason of operations un- 
der this section, shall require the 
imposition of the graduated tax upon 
any deficiency in reserves as pro- 
vided in-said section 11 (c)..

“Under the gold reserve act of 
1934, signed by the president Tues- 
day, January 30, title to the entire 
stock of monetary gold in the United 
States, including the gold eoin and 
zold bullion heretofore held by the 
federal reserve banks and the claim 
upon gold in the treasury represent- 
ed by gold certificates, is vested in 
the United States government and 
the “profit” from the reduction of 
the gold content of the dollar, made 
effective by today’s proclamation, ac- 
crues to the United States treasury. 
Of this “profit” two billion’ dollars, 
under the terms of the gold reserve 
act and of today’s proclamation, con- 
stitutes a stabilization fund under 
the direction of the secretary of the 
treasury. The balance will be covered 
into the general fund of the treas- 
ury. 

“Settlement for the gold coin, bul- 
lion and certificates taken over from 
the federal reserve banks on ‘Tues- 
day upon the approval of the act 
was made in the form of credits set 
up on the treasury’s books. This 
credit due the federal reserve banks 
is to be paid in the new form of 
gold certificates now in course of 
production by the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing. These certificates 
bear on their face the wording: 

“*This is to certify that there is 
on deposit in the treasury of the 
United States of America . . dol- 
lars in gold, payable to bearer on 
demand as pibkesteal by law.’

Ichbar Allah! 


“Come to prayer! Come to secur- 
ity! There is no God but Allah!” The 
muezzins were calling out with trem- 
ulous voices that went trailing off 
into the moist night.

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RED BALLOONISTS 
DASHED TO DEATH

early morning hours the censors per- 
mitted correspondents to send official 
reports saying no information was 
available concerning the balloon, thus 
attempting to preserve the same se- 
crecy and mystery with which the 
flight was surrounded, 


Congress Informed. 

The tragedy was announced official- 
ly taday to the soviet all-urion con- 
gress. When the three men _ took 
off in a secret ascent yesterday’ they 
said the flght was a “gift” to the 
congress. A search for the balloonists 
had been conducted over a wide area. 

An investigation was immediately 
started. as aviation and civil authori- 
ties and the populace received news 
of the catastrophe with great sorrow. 

Eyewitnesses who saw the balloon 
descend near the village of Potiskyo- 
strog said there were two explosions 
when it hit the ground with great 
force. 

A special committee was sent from 
Moscow to investigate. 

When the communist congress heard 
the announcement, its members rose 
in silent tribute to the victims and 
adopted a resolution that they be 
buried with the nation’s heroes in 
Red Square. ’ 

Too Much Gas. 

Pending results of the investiga- 
tion, aviators believed the crew had 
released too much gas in descending 
and had insufficient ballast to pre- 
vent too rapid a drop. 

It was held probable that the craft 
landed in a forest and that therefore 
the bag was torn from the ball. 

The last message from the crew 
said they were trying to find a land- 
ing’ place in the fog after groping for 
hours through the clouds. Just a 
few minutes earlier they had report- 
ed that “all is well.” 

The crew included Pavil Fedoseinko, 
Andrey Vasenko and Ilya Usyskin. 

The takeoff was at 9:07 a. m. 
Tuesday. The men wore electrically- 
heated clothes and, when the balloon 
left the ground, shouted from a port- 
hole, “Long live the seventeenth party 
congress! Long live the world revolu- 
tion!” A small-crowd of soviet civil 
aviation officials and military officers 
bade them farewell as they took off 
from a spot a few miles from here.

“All is’ well,” one message read.

“Tt is impossible to determine our 
direction,” the balloonists reported,

NOW BIG BUSINESS, 
HOOVER DISCLOSES| 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—()— 
J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the justice 
department’s bureau of investigation, 
reported to a house appropriations 
committe in hearings made public to- 
day that this matter of fingerprints 
has grown to the proportions of a big 
business.

LEGION WOULD AMEND 


ECONOMY MEASURE | 


Organization To Seek Res- 
toration of Benefits to 
Veterans. 


BROOKLYN, Jan. 31.—(4)—The 
major objective of the American Le- 
gion at this session of congress, na- 
tional Commander Edward A. Hayes 
said today, is to seek restoration of 
benefits taken away from disabled 
veterans under the economy act. 

This, he declared, should be accom- 
plished by legislation, not regulation. 
IIayes spoke at a Legion luncheon. 

“We can not turn our backs on 
the disabled,” he said, “despite mis- 
leading statements by the $15,000 a 
year director of the National Econ- 
omy League, and by General Frank 
T. Hines, administrator of veterans’ 
affairs.” 

Hayes said he referred to a recent 
letter sent to members of congress by 
the league director, and to a state- 
ment issued by General Hines esti- 
mating the cost of the Legion’s pro- 


gram. 

General Hines’ estimate was er- 
roneous, he declared, and “unfair” 
because it projected the estimate over 
a five-year period. 

The total estimate of General Hines 
was $603,000,000. The Legion esti- 
mate of the cost of the rehabilitation 
program, Hayes said, was not to ex- 
ceed $80,000,000. 

Recent regulations liberalizing vet- 
erans’ benefits by an estimated $21,- 
092,205 annually Hayes termed ‘‘con- 
firmation from the highest source” 
that the Legion’s requests were just 
and would not interfere with the gov- 
ernment’s recovery program. 

The Legion’s program, he asserted, 
should be written into the basic iay, 
and payments to the service-disa 
should not be left to “mere regula- 
tions, with instructions | pertaining 
thereto hinging upon the judgment of 
individuals whose interprsiation since 


March, 1933, have left thousands of | 


veterans without deserved payments.”

"COON. 

It was some years ago that:a writer 
on The Atlanta Constitution im- 
mortalized Procyon lotor lotor as 
B’rer Coon. That conception of the 
lovable raccoon will live as long as 
the scientific name given to it about 
a century and a half ago by Lin- 
naeus. 

There is not a more ideal pet. in 
the world than a raccoon. They have 
such typical mannerisms that they 
endear themselves immediately to their 
fortynate owners. I have had two 
giveh to me, but not having the desire 
to keep them caged, I always set them 
free. 1 had rather see a ‘coon track 
in the mud or a pile of mussel shells 
where he has eaten than to watch a 
caged animal for hours. 

The most striking characteristies 
about the appearance of the ‘coon is 
the black mask across the eyes and 
the ring-tail. Otherwise he is very 
much like.a cat. Numerous references 
to the ‘coon as the little brother of 
the bear havé been made in popular 
literature; but I have never been able 
to see the resemblance, either to cats 
or bears, He is so distinctly charac- 
acteristic of himself that he has been 
made the type of a family, the Pro- 
cyonidae, while the bears, or Ursidae, 
and cats, or Felidae, are in other 
groups. No, B’rer Coon is in a class 
by himself.

Much has been said of the ‘coon’s 
habit of washing everything he eats. 
This is reported by many observers, 
and is usually attributed to a habit 
of cleanliness on the part of the an- 
imal. Re¢ently, however, insidious 
attacks on this interpretation have 


crept in, and unless we are careful 
about the matter, we are going to have 


two conflicting schools of thought 


waging warfare on the subject. Does 
the coon wash his food before he eats 
is because he wants it to be clean, 
or just because he wants to splash 
in the water? ; 
I have observed numbers of captive 
animals, and it seems to me that there 
is only one reason, and that is. the 
cleanly habits of the ’coon. 
‘Coones are expert climbers, of 
course, but they cannot be considered 
arboreal animals. It is also one of 
the few hibernating animals of North 
America, sharing this distinction with 
the chipmunks and_ certain bears. 
There are several more; all of them 
are grouped by Seton as the “Seven 
Sleepers of the Northern Woods.”

AS “SAVIOR OF U. 8.’ 


Former Ambassador to Tur- 
key Says Revolution Was 
Near Year Ago. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Jan. 31.—(#) 
President Roosevelt was pictured as 
“the saviour of the United States” in 
an address here by Henry Morgenthau 
Sr., f r ambassador to Turkey. 

Add ing a joint meeting of Bruns- 
wick Civic Clubs yesterday Mr. Mor- 
genthau reviewed events leading to 
the election of Mr: Roosevelt 
and declared “the great present fight 
in the United States is between the 
people striving for a right to proper 
living and the few who have entrench- 
ed themselves behind the rage privi- 
leges and are exploiting the masses.” 

“4In March, 1933, the country con- 
fronted a great disaster and a possi- 
ble revolution,” he said. “It seemed 
to be the fashion throughout the world 
to establish dictatorships—to abolish 
the government that protected speciai 
interests. We shall never know how 
close we were to one in this nation. 
It took a man of Roosevelt’s strength, 
character, vision, amiability and rug- 
ged determination, mixed with some 
self confidence to save the situation. 

“The great scheme has worked and 
putting it into effect may cost about 
ten billion dollars or in any event ne- 
cessitate our investing that amount to 
prevent the iconoclasm of a revoution. 
Revolution in the United States would 
have destroyed at least one-half of na- 
tional wealth, about 150 billions or 
more.

False Carding. 


By ELY CULBERTSON 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


A false card is the play of a card 
other. than the lowest held by the 
player when making no attempt to 
win a trick, or the play of a card 


or seeking to win, a trick. 

The declarer has no partner to de- 
ceive. He is therefore at full liberty 
to play his cards in such a manner 
as may be most deceptive to his oppo- 
nents and thereby permit him to real- 
ize the full trick-taking ability of his 
combined hands, The declarer is 
never in doubt as to his own strength 
and weakness. His opponents are for 
the most part groping in the dark. 
For this reason, the declarer frequent- 
ly will find it advantageous to false 
card—that is, for instance, holding 
ace-queen of a suit, to play the king 
or the ace, rather than the queen, 
which is, of course, so far as his op- 
ponents gre concerned, of equal value. 
One of the most obvious false cards in 
such a situation would be to capture 
an adverse knave with the king. If 
cleverly done, this play might cause 
an adversary to place the other higher 
honors in the suit in the hands of his 


Another example of the false 
ecard is the play of a high card upon 
an adverse lead in an attempt to 
convince the opponents that only a 
singleton is held. Ordinarily false 
carding will not deceive strong oppo- 
nents. However, when the play can- 
not lose, but stands a chance to win, 
it should be attempted. 

The following is, an’ example of a 
false card which may have a chance 
to win and which in no case can 
lose :

VALDOSTA RATE CASE 
HEARING UNDER WAY 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Jan. 31.—(4)— 
A difference of nearly $2,000,000 in 
the valuation of power company prop- 
erty for taxpaying purposes and the 
amount the Georgia Power and Light 
Company wishes to base its rates on, 
was shown in figures presented at a 
public service commission hearing 
here today. 

Omer W. Franklin, city attorney 
of Valdosta, said the 1933 tax valua- 
tion of the company’s property was: 
$1,618,973 and that the value the 
company wants to base rates on is 
$3.991,840.7 

He questioned R. H. Ferguson, pres- 
ident of the company, on the differ- 
ence between the valuations and Fer- 
guson enumerated miscellantous in- 
tangibles, engineering and superin- 
tendence, interest during construction 
and organization and franchise of the 
company as items of diffetence. 

The hearing is being conducted by 
Ben T. Huitt and Tobe Daniel, mem- 
bers of the Georgia public service 
commission. 

Testimony that Jacksonville  re- 
ceived more than a million dollars in- 
its treasury from operation of a mu- 
nicipal power plant during 1933 was 
given by C. S. Graham, Jacksonville 
rate expert. 

Graham also testified the commer- 
cial rate in Jacksonville was lower 
than in Valdosta and said one Val- 
dosta builders’ supply concern paid 
64 per cent more for power than it 
would pay in Jacksonville. 


NRA SCALE OF WAGES 
IN SOUTH DISCUSSED 


‘ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 31.—Southern 
wage differentials under the NRA, 
the financial condition of railroads in 
the south in 1933 and the Mississippi 
sales tax are discussed by southern 
economists in the second issue of the 
Southern Economic Journal, released 
from the press here Tuesday. 

Professor Mercer G. Evans, of 
Emory University, defends the redue- 
tion in wage differentials between the 
north and south by industrial codes 
and gives general approval to the high 
wage principles of the new deal. He 
examines, in addition, certain of the 
problems that.are being created by 
the compulsion of high wage levels 
in the south, such as unemployment 
resulting from mechanization of in- 
dustry and permanent displacement of 
the less efficient laborers. 

Professor C. K. Brown, of David- 
son College, points out that southern 
railroads were more seriously affected 
by the depression than northern roads 
and also that they received less help 
from the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. He contends that the basis 
for rate making should not be past 
capital investment but the possibility 
of future traffic volume. 

Professor Alfred W. Garner, of 
Mississippi State College paints an at- 
tractive picture of the results in Mis- 
sissippi from the 2 per cent retail 
sales tax that was adopted as an 
emergency measure there and went 
into effect May 1, 1932.
